NEGRO CONFESSES 
HORRIBLE CRIME 


CanonsDurg, Pa.. July 31.—Coroner 
W. H. Slpe and Constable John J. Mil- 
ler, of Canonsburg» drove into town 
with Elmer Dempster, a 
19-year-old 
negro, who had been arrested for the 
murder of Mrs. Samuel Pearce and two 
children, and the shooting of a third 
child Sunday evening. 


Dempster was tiiken to the Washing- 
ton county jail, at Washington, 
Pa, 
While no bloodstains were found on 
the prisoner, suspicion first rested on 
him when it was learned that ho was 
the last person seen about the house 
before tlie ti^agedy. 


Dempster was a helper on the Pearco 
farm, and after the departure of Sam- 
uel Pearce with his sister. Miss Fanny 
Pearce. for the Canonsburg 
railroad 
station, Dempster Is said to have been 
at the fecene of the ti-agedy looking 
after the stock. 


Dempster made several confessions 
during the day, and late last night 
made a clean breast of the Canons- 
burg tragedy, admitting that he killed 
Mrs. Pearce and the children. 


The only things missing from the 
Pearce home aj'e $12 and a few cents 
and 
the revolver 
with which 
Mrs. 
Pearce and her two children were mur- 
dered. 


According to the story told in his 
confession, young Dempster attempted 
an assault on the 4-year-old daughter 
after the departure of Mr. Pearce, but 
was frustrated by the mother,

to shoot him.

cured the gun first, and. after killinc 
the mother and shooting the children, 
set fire to the house to liide the crime.

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MRS. COREY IS 
GRANTED DIVORCE 


Steel Magnate's Wife Given Decree 


at Reno, Nevada, 


Reno, Nev., July 31.—Mrs. William 
Ellis Corey, wife of the president of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
was awarded a divorce in the Second 
district court of 
Nevada, sitting at 
Reno. 
The case was submitted with­ 
out argument, and the jury took but 
dne ballot. The jury was out but a few 
minutes. 


Mrs. Corey was in tears when told 
th at she had been given a decree and 
the custody of her 
16-year-old son, 
Allan Corey. She drove at once to her 
home on Riverside avenue, where she 
Bays she will continue to reside. 
No 
evidence was submitted by the defense 
and there was no argument. 


The question of alimony was not in­ 
troduced. 
Mrs. Corey made an inter­ 
esting admission, however, 
touching 
upon this phase of the case, stating 
th a t in May, 1906, several weeks be­ 
fore her petition for divorce was filed 
she negotiated through her attorneys 
a financial settlement with her hus­ 
band. 


“I am a resident of Reno, Nevada,” 
said Mrs. Corey, when placed on the 
stand, “and the wife of William Ellis 
Corey, the defendant in this action. 
We were married on December 1, 1883, 
a t Pittsburg, Pa., and lived together 
until May 1, 1905. At that time my 
husband deserted me and went to New 
York. I followed him and held a con­ 
versation with him at the Hotel Tor- 
raine. 
It was there that he told me 
th a t he had decided to live apart. He 
said that it was impossible for us to 
live happily together, and that I would 
never see him again. He stated that 
he intended going to Europe for sev­ 
eral months. 
There was no scene. I 
talked with him about the matter, and 
urged him to again resume his place 
in our home, but he refused. 
I have 
never seen him since." 


Mrs. Corey added that she came to 
Reno for her health, and that she had 
no intention of bringing an action for 
divorce at the time she took up her 
residence in Nevada. She stated that 
•he selected Reno upon the advice oi 
her sister-in-law, Miss Addie Corey; 
th at they considered this place their 
future home and expected to live here 
in the future. She stated that she was 
best suited for the custody of her son 
and asked the court to place him in 
her care. 


Mrs. Corey was visibly affected while 
telling her story. 
She testified with­ 
out evasion and in a clear voice. Her 
attorneys feared that she would col­ 
lapse, as her health lias suffered since 
the separation. 
In his opening state­ 
ment her attorney, J. R. Redding, of 
New York, stated that she had been 
driven to a separation and the divorce 
proceedings by the sensational stories 
printed in the newspapers. 


“Is it true that newspaper notoriety 
was the principal factor in your sep­ 
aration from Mr. Corey and is respon­ 
sible for this divorce proceedings?" 
asked Benjamin Curler, another of her 
attorneys. 


“Such is not the case. 
The stories 
that may have appeared in the press 
had nothing to do with it,” said Mrs. 
Corey. 


Miss Addie Corey, sister of the re­ 
spondent, was an interesting witness. 
She corroborated Mrs. Corey's state­ 
ment that Corey had deserted his wife, 
and told flo w she and her aged mother 
had made several’ineffectual attempts 
to effect a reconciliation.

EIGHT DROWNED 
AT ANGLESEA, N. J. 


Yachts Nora and Alvin B. Capsize, 
Witli Fatal Results. 


Anglesea, N. J., July 30.—Two yachts 
coming in from the fishing banks cap­ 
sized on Hereford Inlet bar off here, 
and so far as can be ascertained eight 
persons lost their lives. 
There were 
32 persons on one yacht, of whom 
seven were lost, and 12 on the other, 
all of whofn but one were saved. That 
:j.ot more fell victims to the rough sea 
was due to the heroism of Captain 
Henry S. Ludlam, of the Hereford Inlet 
life saving station, and a crew of five 
men. It was at first thought that from 
14 to 28 persons had been lost, but af­ 
ter an investigation the coroner stated 
that he believed only eight were lost. 
His list is as follows:

The two that got into trouble were 
the sloop yacht Nora, which had on 
board Captain Herbert Shivers, his 
mate and 30 passengers, and the sloop 
Alvin B., with a party of 12. The Nora 
had gone to the fishing banks at Five 
Fathom bank, about 10 miles out to 
sea, early in the day. When the wind 
began to freshen Captain Shivers de­ 
cided it was time to make port, and 
with the assistance of a gasoline en­ 
gine and a good spread of canvass he 
made good time towards Anglesea. As 
the sloop bowled along, the wind was 
getting stiffer and the sea rougher. 
Captain Shivers, from long experience, 
knew how treacherous is the Hereford 
bar, and approached it with his usual 
caution. The sand obstruction Is about 
a mile from shore. 
Just as he was 
about to go over it a heavy squall 
struck the Noraj 
Despite the efforts 
of the captain, the craft keeled over 
and was hit by a huge wave. The wind 
and the wave coming together was 
more than the yacht could stand, and 
It turned completely over, throwing the 
32 occupants into the sea. As the boat 
turned over the mast snapped like a 
reed. 
There was an agonizing cry as 
the yacht turned turtle, which was 
quickly silenced when nearly all the 
victime disappeared beneath the wa­ 
ter. 
In 
the unequal* fight against 
the elements the struggling men dis 
appeared one by one, until only 18 
were left clinging to the boat. 
Aftei 
hanging to the yacht for nearly an 
hour, and as hope of rescue had al­ 
most been abandoned, a government 
life boat, commanded by Captain Hen­ 
ry S. Ludlam, of the Haverford Inlet 
life saving station, hove In sight. 
As 
he came near he shouted encourage­ 
ment to the men clinging to the Nora, 
and after some manoeuvring managed 
to get close to the capsized vessel. He 
was not a moment too soon, for as he 
came within a boat's length of the 
Nora four men, weakened from ex­ 
haustion, let go their holds and began 
floating away. Captain Ludlam threw 
his boat around, and the four hali 
drowned men were drawn out of the 
water. 
Then at the risk of their own 
lives the rescuers went after the other 
men and pulled them into their boat. 
The rescue was most perilous, as the 
rough sea was constantly pounding the 
life boat against the keel of the yacht, 


Shortly after the survivors of the 
Nora were brought ashore, another 
yacht, the Alvin B., was seen to cap­ 
size about a mile above the place 
where the Nora went over. There were 
several b ats in the vicinity at the 
time, and all but one person were 
saved. 
The Alvin B. was owned by 
E. L. Hallman, a lawyer, of Pottsville, 
Pa. 
He and a party of friends were 
on board at the time.

NEGRO CONFESSES 
HORRIBLE CRIME 


CanonsDurg, Pa., July 31.—Coroner 
W. H. Slpe and Constable John J. Mil­ 
ler, of Canonsburg, drove into town 
with Elmer Dempster, a 19-year-old 
negro, who had been arrested for the 
tnurder of Mrs. Samuel Pearce and two 
children, and the shooting of a third 
child Sunday evening. 


Dempster was taken to the Washing­ 
ton county jail, at Washington, Pa. 
While no bloodstains were found on 
the prisoner, suspicion first rested on 
him when it was learned that ho was 
the last person seen about the house 
before the tragedy. 


Dempster was a helper on the Pearca 
farm, and after the departure of Sam­ 
uel Pearce with his sister, Miss Fanny 
Pearce, for the Canonsburg railroad 
station, Dempster is said to have been 
at the Scene of the tragedy looking 
after the stock. 


Dempster made several confessions 
during the day, and late last night 
made a clean breast of the Canons­ 
burg tragedy, admitting that he killed 
Mrs. Pearce and the children. 


The only things missing from the 
Pearce home are $12 and a few cents 
and the revolver 
with which Mrs. 
Pearce and her two children were mur­ 
dered. 


According to the story told in his 
confession, young Dempster attempted 
an assault on the 4-year-old daughter 
after the departure of Mr. Pearce, but 
was frustrated by the mother, who 
went to a bureau to get a revolver 
to shoot him. 
The negro says he se­ 
cured the gun first, and, after killing 
the mother and shooting the children, 
set fire to the house to hide the crime. 
Feeling against Dempster is running 
high. 


Robert Pearce, 3 years old, the only 
survivor of the tragedy, who was shot 
through the body, will be brought ta 
the Canonsburg general hosiptal in an 
effort to save his life. 


Many neighbors flocked to the deso­ 
lated home. Pearce, the bereaved hus 
band and father, is still there. 


While 
imprecations 
were 
uttered 
against the young negro no violence ’ 
was offered to him up to the time h€ 
was taken from here on a street car. 


Dempster was safely lodge'd in thfl 
Washington* county jail. The officers 
had an exciting trip from Canonsburg. I 
Two attempts were made to take the 
negro from them. 


Shortly after leaving Canonsburg a 
crowd of about 20 men boarded the 
car, and, with shouts of “Lynch him!” 
“Kill him !“ dragged the prisoner and 
officers from the car. 


A fierce struggle followed, but the 
officers succeeded in keeping possession 
of the negro, and finally drove the 
mob off at the points of their revol­ 
vers. 


When Washington was reached near­ 
ly 300 people had gathered at the j 
courthouse, but the crowd was eluded 
by taking the prisoner through the 
basement to the jail. 


Up to midnight no attempt had been 
made to take Elmer Dempster from 
jail. 
The excitement which prevailed 
upon the arrival of the officers with 
the prisoner subsided during the night 
and all danger of a demonstration la 
apparently over. 
Dempster Ciears Up Another Murder. 


In a supplementary confession Demp­ 
ster cleared up another murder mys­ 
tery, which has led to the arrest of 
two other negroes. 
These men were 
arrested by the Washington county 
officers, who upon Dempster’s infor­ 
mation went to the mines of the M. A. 
Hanna Coal company in Cherry Valley, 
near Burgettstown, and took the men 
as they came from their work in the 
mines. The names of the men are Pat­ 
terson 
and 
Bucher, 
and 
they are 
charged with the murder of John Ko- 
boda, a wealthy foreigner, who was 
found dead in a clump of bushes along 
the Wabash railroad tracks in Inde­ 
pendence township on May 1, The men 
were placed in the McDonald lockup, 
near Burgettstown, and were brought 
to the county jail here today. Demp­ 
ster further confessed that he had 
served time in Allegheny, Fayette, 
Westmoreland and twice before in 
Washington counties.

NEW RULES FOR PACKERS 


Are Ordered to Keep Their Plants and 


Meat Clean. 


Washington, 
July 
28.—Secretary 
Wilson made public 
the regulations 
under the now law governing the 
speotion of meat products for inter- 
state and foreign trade. They do not* 
however, cover the subject of Inter­ 
state transportation of meat ofc the 
miscroscopic inspection of pork for ex­ 
port. 
Regulation« on these subjects, 
it was stated, will bo Issued lator. The 
regulations 
issued 
aro 
stringnt 
throughout, and are in lino with the 
best authorities 
on 
tho subjects of 
sanitation, preservatives, dyes, chemi­ 
cals and condemnation of diseased car­ 
casses. 


Some of tho now packing rules are 
as follows: 


All slaughtering, packing, meat can­ 
ning, salting and rendering establish­ 
ments must be inspected. 


Retail butchers may bo oxompted by 
special permisssion. 


All animals, 
carcasses 
and meat 
food products will be rigidly inspected 
and reinspected if necessary. 


Packing houses must be lighted and 
ventilated and kept sanitary. 


All work must be done in a cleanly 
way. 


All buildings must be whitewashed 
or painted, or regularly scrubbed. 


All knives or machinery must be 
thoroughly cleansed daily. 


Employes must wear sanitary cloth­ 
ing. 


No employes with tuberculosis per­ 
mitted. 


Only such adulterants must be used 
as foreign nations permit. 


Condemned carcasses must be de­ 
stroyed in tanks. 


No condemned meats shall be used 
to manufacture lard.

According to Judge Bittinger*s opin-* 
ion handed down Monday, parents with 
children living a distance from a school 
house in their own district, are entitled 
to 
relief 
and may 
send their 
chil- 
dren into other districts or into other 
counties, if the authorities of tlio other 
district are Batisiied, at the cost of the 
township or district in which tho paV- 
ties live. 


The order promulgated by Judge Bit-' 
tinger sustained AVm. G. Gobrecht, a 
farmer of Paradise township, in pro- 
ceedings which he instituted against the 
School Board of the township. Gobrecht 
claimed that he was unable lo send his 
children to Gable*s .school, the nearest 
one in York county, because of the ne- 
cessity of their traveling over two miles 
of lonely road, which ia wet and swam» 
py and badly drifted in time of snow. 
Up to November, 1904, Gobrecht's chil- 
dren received instructions at the Humijl- 
ton school house, in Adams county- 
Directors of Hamilton township there- 
after refused to receive the children' ex- 
cept upon payment. 


Tho court directed that the school 
board of Paradise township enter into 
an agreement with the directors of Ham- 
ilton township whereby the children of 
the petitioner may be instructed in the 
latter schools, and ordered that cost of 
proceedings be paid by the school dis- 
trict of Paradise township.

But the studies 
of Doctor Ridley, of the Botanic Gar­ 
dens at Singapore, indicate that winged 
seeds have a far narrower range of 
flight than do “powder" seeds and 
plumed seeds. 
The greatest distance 
traveled by the winged fruit of a for­ 
est tree, observed by Doctor Ridley, 
was 100 yards. Under the most favor­ 
able circumstances, he calculates, it 
would take this plant 100 years to 
spread 300 yards, and 1,000.000 years 
to spread from the Malay Peninsula Vo 
the Philippines, if ^ land connection 
existed.

The greatest monument of the 
mound builders, not only in Ohio, 
but in the enUre country, is the Ser­ 
pent Mound, in Adams County.

GEMS COLORED BY RADIUM. 


D iam onds Made Yellow by 
tli© 
Rayi 


—Opaque Stone« Show IJtlle Change. 
Glass is colored brown or violet by 
radium rays. 
A. Mietlie studied the 
action of these rays on a large number 
of gems and found that many of them 
are influenced by the rays. No general 
principles can be Indicated except that 
the more transparent gems show a 
greater tendency toward 
coloration 
than the opaque or highly colored ones/ 


Mr. Mietlie used a preparation of 
sixty mgm. of radium bromide. A col­ 
orless diamond from Borneo was col* 
ored a light yellow after eight days and 
a decided lemon yellow after another 
eight days.

to 250 degrees the yellow color was di­ 
minished, but it could not be entirely 
got rid of, even at a red heat. A color­ 
less Brazil diamond showed no colora* 
tion. 


A peculiar behavior was shown by a 
blue sapphire from Ceylon. After only 
two hours' exposure to radium brom­ 
ide it showed coloration—green at first; 
then light yellow, and after a few more 
hours reddish yellow. After a fortnight 
it was dark yellow approaching chest* 
n u t The color could be got rid of by 
heating, but the light yellow color al­ 
ways returned on cooling. 


Rubies show no change, and tinted 
tourmalines very little. 
Brazil tour* 
malines slightly colored green and pink 
respectively at one end acquired the 
same color at the colorless ends on ex­ 
posure to radium. This coloration took 
a day or two to appear.—Jewelers* Cir­ 
cular-Weekly,

Honara for 
American Wonaem 


Mrs. Wiiliainina Paton Fleming, cu- 


rator of photgraphs at Harvard obser- 
vatory, has been elected an honorary 
member of the Koyal Astronomical So- 
ciety, and Is, therefore, the first Amer- 
ican, woman to receive such distinction 
in the world of astronomy. Only two 
other women. Lady Huggtas, widow of 
Sir William Huggins. and Miss Agnes 
M. Clerke. have been granted a similar 
distinction. 


Mrs. Fleming has occupied an im- 


portant position in the Harvard obser- 
vatory for the last twenty-five years. 
The Dr. Henry Draper fund, estab- 
lished in 1SS6 by his widow, Mrs. Anna 
Palmer Draper, of Xew York, made 
possible the elaborate work cf photo- 
graphing the constellations, and Mrs. 
Fleming, at the head of this depart- 
ment, has achieved magnificent results. 
One of Mrs. Fleming's valuable con- 
tributions to the field of astronomy is j 
the Draper catalogue, which contains • 
a classification of 10,000 stars, showing 
the position and brightness of each. 


Of the ninety-eight fifth type stars- 


which are known to the astronomical 
world Mrs. Fleming discovered all bui 
fifteen. 
Since 1SS7 there have been 


eleven new stars discovered, and of 
this number the location of eight stands 
to the credit of Mrs. Fleming. The cor- 
poration of Harvard, recognizing the 
signal ability of Mrs. Fleming, appoint- 
ed her an officer of the college a few 
years ago. 


Mrs. Fleming is a persistent worker 


and rarely takes a vacation—indeed, 
under circumstances which would pre- 
vent the ordinary person from indulg- 
ing in serious work she clings to her 
task -with a fidelity that is remarfcable. 
In summer instead of'seeking rest she 
usually pursues her arduous studies at 
the observatory.—Boston Herald.

Glass is colored, brown or violet by 
radium rays. 
A. Miethe studied the 
action of these rays on a large number 
of gems and found that many of them 
are influenced by the rays. No genera) 
principles can be indicated except that 
the more transparent gems show a 
greater 
tendency 
toward 
coloration 
than the opaque or highly colored ones. 


Mr. Miethe used a preparation of 
sixty mgm. of radium bromide. A col- 
orless diamond from Borneo was col- 
ored a light yellow after eight days and 
a decided lemon yellow after another 
eight days. 
On heating the diamond 
to 250 degrees the yellow color was di- 
minished, but it could not be entirely 
got rid of, even at a red heat. A color- 
less Brazil diamond showed no colora- 
tion. 


A peculiar behavior was shown by n 
blue sapphire from Ceylon. After only 
two hours' exposure to radium brom- 
ide it showed coloration—green at first, 
then light yellow, and after a few more 
hours reddish yellow. After a fortnight 
It was dark yellow approaching chest- 
nut, 
The color could be got rid of by 
heating, but the light yellow color al- 
ways returned on cooling. 


Rubies show no change, and tinted 
tourmalines very lltUe. 
Brazil tour- 
malines slightly colored green and pink 
respectively at one end acquired the 
same color at the colorless ends on ex- 
posure to radium. This coloration took 
a day or two to appear.-Jewelers' Cir- 
cular-Weekly.

JS u^liih H onors K or A m e ric a n TTomen 


Mrs. Wiiliamina Paton Fleming, cu­ 
rator of photgraphs at H arvard obser­ 
vatory, has been elected an honorary 
member of the Royal Astronomical So­ 
ciety, and is, therefore, the first Amer­ 
ican woman to receive such distinction 
in the world of astronomy. Only two 
other women, Lady Huggins, widow of 
Sir William Huggins, and Miss Agnes 
M. Clerke, have been granted a sinilar 
distinction. 


Mrs. Fleming has occupied an im­ 
portant position in the H arvard obser­ 
vatory for the last twenty-five years* 
The Dr. Henry Draper fund, estab­ 
lished in 1SS6 by his widow, Mrs. Anna 
Palmer Draper, of New York, made 
possible the elaborate work cf photo­ 
graphing the constellations, and Mrs. 
Fleming, at the head of this depart­ 
ment, has achieved magnificent results. 
One of Mrs. Fleming’s valuable con­ 
tributions to the field of astronomy is 
the Draper catalogue, which contains 
a classification of 10,000 stars, showing 
the position and brightness of each. 


Of the ninety-eight fifth type stars 
which are known to the astronomical 
world Mrs. Fleming discovered all but 
fifteen. 
Since 1887 there have been 
eleven new stars discovered, and of 
this number the location of eight stands 
to the credit of Mrs. Fleming. The cor* 
poration of Harvard, recognizing the 
signal ability of Mrs. Fleming, appoint 
ed her an officer of the college a few 
years ago. 


Mrs. Fleming is a persistent worker 
and rarely takes a vacation—indeed, 
under circumstances which would pre­ 
vent the ordinary person from indulg­ 
ing in serious work she clings to her 
task with a fidelity that is remarkable. 
In summer instead of seeking rest she 
usually pursues her arduous studies at 
the observatory.—Boston Herald.

•GarliiH Honors Kor Am«rlcan TTome« 


Mrs. "W'illiamina Paton Fleming, cu- 
rator of photgi^aphs at Harvard obser- 
vatory, has been elected an honorary 
member of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety, and is, therefore, the first Amer- 
ican woman to receive such distinction 
In the world of astronomy. 
Only two 
other women, Lady Huggins, widow of 
Sir William Huggins, and Miss Agnes 
M. Gierke, have been granted a siriilar 
distinction. 


Mrs. Fleming has occupied an im- 
portant position in the Harvard obser- 
vatory for the last twenty-five years. 
The Dr. Henry Draper fund, estab- 
lished in 1886 by his widow. Mrs. Anna 
Palmer Draper, of New York, made 
possible the elaborate work of photo- 
graphing the constellations, and Mrs. 
Fleming, at the head of this depart- 
ment, has achieved magnificent results. 
One of Mrs. Fleming's valuable con- 
tributions to the field of astronomy is 
the Draper catalogue, which contains 
a classification of 10,000 stars, showing 
the position and brightness of each. 


Of the ninety-eight fifth type stars 
which are known to the astronomical 
world Mrs. Fleming discovered all but 
fifteen. 
Since 1887 there have been 
eleven new stars discovered, and of 
this number the location of eight stands 
to tlie credit of Mrs. Fleming. The cor- 
poration of Harvard, recognizing the 
signal ability of Mrs, Flensing, appoint- 
ed her an officer of the college a few 
years ago. 


Mrs. Fleming is a persistent worker 
and rarely takes a vacation—indeed, 
under circumstances which would pre- 
vent the ordinary person from indulg- 
ing In serious work she clings to her 
task with a fidelity that is remarkable. 
In summer instead of seeking rest she 
usually pursues her arduous studies at 
the observatory.—Boston Herald.

It will be so 
cheap, as it can be made from waste pro­ 
ducts, that its use can bo extended in a 
hundred lines. 


It can be made to run machinery for 
sawing wood, chopping feed, pumping 
tvater, churning and washing. 
In the 
house, it can be used for heating, lighting 
and cooking.

State Treasurer Berry 


speaks at Campmeetmg;. 


Hanover, July 29.—Five thousand wor­ 
shipers at the United Brethren campmeet­ 
ing at Penn Grove heard William H Ber­ 
ry, State Treasurer, preach an eloquent 
sermon this afternoon. The audience was 
largely composed of York county farmers 
and politicians who listened to the speak­ 
er with rapt attention. 
Mr. Berry’s 
theme was the “Hand of Almighty God 
in the Affairs of Men.” 


He advocated the brotherhood of man 
as against “ the law of the jungle and the 
survival of the fittest in the regulation of 
public affairs.” 
He said it is one’s duty 
to see that a square deal is meted out to 
everybody and declared that the United 
States is destined to uphold the law of the 
brotherhood of man. 


His vigorous denunciation of the liquor 
traffic elicited shouts of approval. 
In the 
course of his address he referred to the 
trust and insurance scandals and labor 
unions as contrary to the law of brother­ 
hoods.

Must be of Metal. 


Postmarter General Cortelyou’s order 
which went into effect August 1, permit­ 
ting patrons of rural delivery to make 
their own boxes, or to have them made 
to order, provided such boxes are so con­ 
structed as to fall within the requirements 
of the department, seems to have been 
misunderstood. A statement issued by 
Assistant Postmaster General McGraw 
sayB: 


“Misleading comments have appeared 
stating that farmers can whittle down 
their woouen boxes to make a rural mail 
post box in any way they choose. The 
order of the postmaster general provides 
exactly the contrary. All boxes must be 
made of galvanized sheet iron or sheet 
steel 0 f certain specified dimensions. 
Wooden boxes are regarded as being neith­ 
er secure nor weatheproof within the re­ 
quirement^ of the department, and all 
such boxt£ now in use will be gradually 
eliminated from the service.”

State Treasurer Berry 


Speaks at Campmeeting'. 


Hanover, July 29.—Five thousand wor- 
shipers at the United Brethren campmeet- 
ing at Penn Grove heard William H Ber- 
ry, State Treasurer, preach an eloquent 
sermon this afternoon. The audience was 
largely composed of York county farmers 
and politicians who listened to the speak- 
er with rapt attention. 
Mr. Berry's 
theme was the '*Hand of Almighty God 
in the Affairs of Men.'* 


He advocated the brotherhood of man 
as against "the law of the jungle and the 
survival oi the fittest in the regulation of 
public affairs." He said it is one's duty 
to see that a square deal is meted out to 
everybody and declared that the United 
States is destined to uphold the law of the 
brotherhood of man. 


His vigorous denunciation of the liquor 
trailic elicited shouts of approval. 
In the 
course of his address he referred to the 
trust and insurance scandals and labor 
unions as contrary to the law of brother- 
hoods.

PoBtmarter General Cortelyou's order 
which went into effect August 1, permit- 
ting patrons of rural delivery to make 
their own boxes, or to have them made 
to order, provided such boxes are so con- 
structed as to fall within the requirements 
of the department, seems to have been 
misunderstood. 
A statement issued by 
Assistant Postmaster General McGraw 
says: 


'^Misleading comments have appeared 
stating that farmers can whittle down 
iheir woouen boxes to make a rural mail 
post box in any way they choose.

order of th«^ pofatmaster general provides 
exactly the contrary. 
All boxes must be 
made of galvaniaed sheet iron or sheet 
Bteel 0 f certain specified 
dimensions. 
Wooden boxes are regarded as being neith- 
er secure nor weatheproof withm the re- 
quirement^ of the department, and all

1IE world’s first and only single 
tax settlement, in Alabama, af­ 
ter eleven years’ existence, has 
a population of 400, and has 
demonstrated to its own satisfaction 
that the theories of Henry George will 
work, writes the Fairhope (Ala.) cor­ 
respondent of the Philadelphia Record. 
The first settlers, although they num­ 
bered but fifteen, represented several 
States and nationalities. They started 
by naming their town “Fairhope,” and 
by choosing for their motto: “We will 
make good theories work.” In eleven 
years the community has acquired 1G00 
acres of land and has options upon a 
much larger area. 
It has a public 
school system, a library, a church and 
all the usual business houses that go to 
make up the average American town 
except a saloon. 
During 
the 
past 
fifteen months village improvements 
costing $10,000 have been made. Ply­ 
ing between Fairhope and Mobile is a 
steamer which carries two carloads of 
freight and 115 passengers. This ves­ 
sel, too, is owned by the colony. 


State anil county taxes are naturally 
imposed, \n \t are paid as a whole by 
the colony and not by the individuals. 
By purchasing and plotting the land as 
a colony, this community has accumu­ 
lated the profits usually realized by a 
promoter or land speculator. The land 
was originally purchased at from $1.25 
to $G an acre, ahd with the establish­ 
ment of shipping interests, business 
places, educational facilities and public 
utilities it has increased in value with 
the usual rapidity attendant upon such 
development to the enriching of the 
many rather than the few. 


The citizen pays no purchase price 
for his land. 
His contract takes the 
form of a ninety-nine year lease? which 
can be renewed at the end of that 
period. The title of the land is vested 
in the Fairhope Association as trustee 
for those who reside thereon. Member­ 
ship in this society costs $100, payable, 
if desired, at the rate of $5 a month, 
and all such sums are continually ap­ 
plied to the original purchase of addi­ 
tional land. Having no purchase price 
to pay for his land, the lessee expends 
his capital in improvements upon the 
land—the establishing of industries, 
homes or places of business.. 


During a recent year the receipts of 
the association 
from 
land 
rentals 
reached $1500, and from the wharf 
about $1200 more. These are the two 
sources, of revenue of Fairhope as a 
colony. 
The total taxes to be paid to 
the county and State were about $700. 
Only $125 is paid out in salaries an­ 
nually, there being but two salaried 
officers, a secretary and a treasurer. 
The pay of all other officers or em­ 
ployes isn't so much per hour for 
the actual time spent. 
Not a dollar 
is invested in Interest or in dividends 
on stock at any time. 
Therefore, the 
greater part of the receipts are devoted 
to public improvements, and In keeping 
up the schools. 
All of the improve­ 
ments are carried on under the direc­ 
tion of trustees whom the citizens 
themselves select. 


The Fairhope colony stands for nu­ 
merous reforms. 
Chief among them 
are the initiative and referendum and 
municipal ownership. 
Inasmuch as 
women are allowed equal rights with 
men to vote in all municipal affairs, 
the colony may also be said to stand 
for woman’s suffrage. 


The elections are by secret ballot 
tinder the Australian plan, and, on 
petition of ten per cent, of the col­ 
onists, any measure which has either 
been acted upon or proposed must be 
submitted to the vote of the entire 
membership. 
The granting of fran­ 
chises for public utilities to either 
corporations or individuals is for­ 
bidden, as Is also the issuing of bonds 
and tho paying of interest. 
Fairhope 
is proud of the fact that she has no 
especial use for the rich, that she has 
no speculators within her borders, and 
that she grants absolutely no special 
privileges. 


The Fairhope colony should not be 
mistaken for a community of Socialists 
ar a Godless band, as is sometimes the 
case with the followers of radical re­ 
forms. Many of them are regular at­ 
tendants at church and the annual an­ 
niversary celebrations are opened with 


on the colony lands for the reason that 
all tlrese land benefits are reflected ac­ 
curately in the land values which are 
returned to the association to be Used 
again for mutlial benefit. 
In extend­ 
ing thes privileges to their neighbors 
the equivalent would not be returned, 
and the spirit of getting something for 
nothing, against which the colonists 
have long stood, would be fostered. 


With the building of bridges across 
the picturesque gullies and the estab­ 
lishment of parks, the spirit of civic 
pride has kept apace. Flower garden­ 
ing has been adopted, and to this both 
the climate and the natural foliage has 
lent inspiration. Climbing vines are to 
be found on every hand. 
Dogwood 
blossoms are abundant. 
There is an 
endless variety 
of trees 
from the 
branches of which comes the voice of 
the mocking bird. 
Wild turkeys and 
the foxes are to be seen along the 
shores. Oysters are plentiful in Mobile 
Bay, 


At Fairhope Irish potatoes are plant­ 
ed in January, and are ready for ship­ 
ment in April, and a fall crop Is often 
planted in August. One tomato vine in 
the garden of a colonist covered ISO 
square feet of surface, and supplied an 
entire 
family 
throughout a season. 
Pomegranates, Japanese persimmons 
and figs grow by tho side of peaches, 
pears and grapes. The scene is one of 
great luxuriance.

States District Attorney of Ok­ 
lahoma, writes the Guthrie cor­ 
respondent of the New York Sun, has 
been ordered to leave Mexico, where he 
was investigating the conditions of the 
Kickapoo 
Indians, 
brings into the 
limelight the most persistent wander­ 
ers among all Indian tribes. 


During the Civil War the Kickapoos 
fled to Mexico. 
Later much money 
was expended by the United States 
to return them to their reservations 
in Kansas and Oklahoma. All but 170 
members of the tribe did return. 


The 176 escaped into the mountains 
of Mexico and have remained there 
ever since, increasing in the meantime 
to more than five huudrel :n number. 
Of the 412 members brought back to 
the Oklahoma reservation there are 
to-day but 1S4 remaining. 


The Kickapoos fought under Te- 


carry their muskets or rifles to the 
fields- when they went out to plant or 
till the soil. Farmers In the county still 
carry guns for protection, not from the 
Indians or wild beasts, but from the 
crows. 


Otto Kempe, whose farm adjoins the 
famous Grant farm, is one of the “em­ 
battled farmers” of St. Louis County. 
He finished his second planting of a 
twenty-acre cornfield yesterday with o 
gun strapped to his back and breatl* 
iug defiance to the feathered vandals. 


Kempe neglected to take his gun 
along on the occasion of the first plant 
ing. 
Tlio crows watched his move­ 
ments with interest. No sooner had the 
farmer withdrawn than an attack was 


Harrison at Tippecanoe, 
and were 
prominent as a fighting tribe until their 
final defeat by General Zachary Tay- 
ior at Fort Harrison, following the 
outbreak of the war with England in 
1S12. 
Originally the Kickapoos lived 
in the upper Mississippi River country 
and belonged to the Algonquin fam* 
ily. 


Gradually they moved down Into Ill­ 
inois and roamed over the country be­ 
tween the Mississippi and Wabash riv­ 
ers. In the early history of the coui> 
try they were bitter toward the Eng­ 
lish

against England in the war for inde­ 
pendence. 
Later L'.ey turned against

concentrated on tho corn which Kempe I against the Kickapoos continued until 
had planted so hopefully.

Following the removal to .Kansas a 
degree of civilization was established 
for a few years. 
Then the predatory 
and savage instincts of the Kickapoos 
resumed the ascendency and their war­ 
riors went out killing and horse steal­ 
ing, making raids on the people of 
neighboring States, and at length turn­ 
ing upon the United States Indian 
agents, one of whom they murdered 
in 1S54. 


They were then removed to a reser­ 
vation in northern Kansas, near Atchi­ 
son. 
Some of them gradually settled 
down on separate holdings and became 
farmers and citizens. 
The remainder 
iled to Mexico about the time the Civil 
War began and lived by raids over 
the frontier for booty. 
In 1873 there 
were only 300 in Kansas, while the 
number in Mexico had grown to 1000. 


After the majority of the Mexican 
Kickapoos were returned to the United 
States all that was left were removed 
from the frontier by Mexico at the re­ 
quest of the United States, and set­ 
tled on good lands in the mountains of 
the State of Guerrero. 
They longed 
for their old home around Santa Rosa, 
1200 miles to the north, and gradually 
drifted back there. 


The Mexicans speak highly of the 
Kickapoos as industrious, skillful hunt­ 
ers, given to cleanliness. 
While some 
of them have become farmers and ex­ 
perts in stock raising, the great major­ 
ity adhere to the old custom of hunt­ 
ing and fishing. Their dress, as a rule, 
is the primitive costume, all 
their 
clothing being made of buckskin and 
trimmed with beads, the squaws be­ 
ing adept with the needle. 


At the present time very few Kick­ 
apoos are remaining in Oklahoma. 
They have flocked to their kinsmen in 
Mexico whenever an opportunity has 
presented itself. 
Their removal was 
first opposed by the Government, but 
finally they were allowed to move

The fact is also pointed 
out that neighboring settlements have 
not grown near as rapidly as Fairhope. 


One of the problems of Fairhope has 
been the attitude that she should main­ 
tain toward her neighbors who remain 
outside the colony, but who would 
like to share in its benefits. The asso­ 
ciation grants to both residents and 
non-residents the use of its library, and 
the colony steamer has benefited all 
the surrounding territory. 
However, 
the colonists do not feel that they can 
extend the use of their schools, tele­ 
phone systems, baths and other public 
naterpri*e& to tiioae who do not r**ide 


the right discharge of that function, 
what kind of spirit, what sort of hab­ 
its, 
what 
principles, 
what 
aims, 
should be inculcated? 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt is quite right in saying that it 
is possible to harm young men as 
well as help them by sending them to 
college. 
If in the case of any indi­ 
vidual it is patent that his university 
training has produced a taste for re­ 
fined idleness, a disinclination to sus­ 
tained effort, a barren : intellectual 
arrogance, or a sense of supercilious 
aloofness 
from 
the 
multitude 
of 
strenuous men who do the world’s 
work, then, obviously, his college ex­ 
perience has injured that particular 
person.

W hat we waqt to know is 
how a university can minimize the

Their lands in Oklahoma, six mile9 
south of Shawnee City, are leased out. 
The rentals average $100 a year for 
an average farm of eighty a^res. TLis 
fund will support the Indian and fur­ 
nish all the luxuries he desires, 
Vor 
years the Government has made an 
annual appropriation of SSOOO for the 
Kickapoos, this fund being disbursed 
by the Indian agent for agricultural 
implements, stock and wearing ap­ 
parel. 


The principal object of the investi­ 
gation which Is being made by the 
United States Government in connec­ 
tion with the removal of the Kicka­ 
poos to Mexico is to determine wheth­ 
er any improper metho .s were em­ 
ployed in obtaining the removal of the 
restrictions whereby the Kickapoos 
parted with Vieir Oklahoma lands. It 
is alleged that tho price paid ior these 
lands by white people has in no in­ 
stance approached tire' real value of 
the land, and the department officials 
believe that in some instances, 
at 
least, the Kickapoos received nothing 
for their lands in this territory, but 
were to get in exchange other lauds 
in Mexico, practically without value 
when compared with the rich agricul­ 
tural lands they held in Oklahoma. 


During the last year an inspector 
for the Indian Department was thwart­ 
ed while attempting to secure evidence 
in Mexico, although he w~ent there 
after assurances had been given by the 
Mexican Government to Minister Con­ 
ger. that he would be allowed* to pro­ 
ceed with the work. 
The investiga­ 
tion has been in progress ever since, 
and it was on this business that As­ 
sistant United States Attorney Out­ 
celt was recently instructed to go td 
Mexico. 


The Kickapoos are a pure race, nev­ 
er having intermarried with whites otf 
blacks. 
This is due to their religion* 
Within a few years a Kickapoo giri 
was wooed by a white man and he 
had every reason to believe that she 
would marry him. She persistently re­ 
fused and, pressed for an explana­ 
tion, she said: 


“You are fair to look 
upon 
and 
agreeable to me, but your God is not 
my God and our offspring would be 
neither Indian nor paleface, and there­ 
fore a spiritual orphan, to be denied 
in the unending life the protection of 
the Good Spirit.” 


Love him as she might, yet she 
loved her race more and refused his 
offer. 
It is a boast of the Kickapoo 
that none of his tribe has ever be­ 
come a Christian. 


The Kickapoos in Mexico are ruled 
at th£ present time by a woman chief, 
known as Wapahoka. 
She is about 
forty-five years old and her title is in­ 
herited. 
She has had much to do in 
getting the remnants of the tribe iu 
Oklahoma to come to Mexico, as her 
advice to them has ever been to leave 
the United States for that country. 


Whenever 
they 
have 
lived 
any 
length of time by the water the Kick­ 
apoos have become famous as swim­ 
mers. 
This would not be peculiar If 
the tribe had lived on the coast or on 
an Island; they, however, are an in­ 
land tribe. The most expert of Kicka­ 
poo swimmers have been known to re­ 
main under water for two minutes. 


News of the satisfaction of the Kick­ 
apoos 
with 
their new locality has 
spread among the fullbloods of other 
tribes in Indian Territory, and a plan 
is now on foot whereby all fullbloods 
will move to Mexico and colonize there. 
The Indians are willing to dispose of 
their lauds in order to make the trans­ 
fer, and many of them are so anxious 
for the change that unless prevented 
they will not remain long enough to 
dispose of their lands.

utilities it has increased in vaiue with 
the usual rapidity attendant upon such 
development to the enriching of the 
many rather than the few. 


The citizen pays no purchase price 
for his land. 
His contract takes the 
form of a ninety-nine year lease? which 
can be renewed at the end of 
that 
period. 
The title of the land is vested 
in the Fairhope Association as trustee 
for those who reside thereon, 
Member- 
ship in this society costs $100, payable, 
If desired, at the rate of 
a month, 
and all such sums are continually ap- 
plied to the original purchase of addi- 
tional land. 
Having no purchase price 
to pay for his land, the lessee expends 
his capital in improvements upon the 
land—the establishing 
of 
industries, 
homes or places of business,. 


During a recent year the receipts of 
t h e association 
from 
land 
rentals 
reached $1500, and from the 
wharf 
about $1200 more. 
These are the two 
sources, of revenue of Fairhope as a 
colony. 
The total taxes to be paid to 
the couiity and State were about $700. 
Only $125 is paid out in salaries an- 
nually, there being but two salaried 
officers, a secretary and a 
treasurer. 
T h e p a y of all other oflicers or em- 
ployes isn't so much 
per 
hour 
for 
the actual time spent. 
Not a dollar 
is invested in interest or in dividends 
on stock at any time. 
Therefore, the 
greater p a r t of the receipts are devoted 
to public improvements, and in keeping 
up the schools. 
All of the improve- 
ments a r e carried on under the direc- 
tion 
of 
trustees 
whom 
the 
citizens 
themselves select. 


T h e Fairhope colony stands for nu- 
merous reforms. 
Chief among 
tbem 
ftre the initiative and referendum and 
municipal 
ownership. 
Inasmuch 
as 
women arc allowed equal rights with 
men to vote in all municipal affairs, 
t h e colony may also be said to stand 
for woman's suffrage.

It has been said of the people 
who 
made Fairhope that they were all poor 
men, and t h a t they are still poor, but, 
as a community, have more 
wealth

The fact is also pointed 
out that neighboring settlements have 
not grown near as rapidly as Fairhope. 


One of t h e problems of Fairhope has 
been the attitude that she should main-

like to share in its benefits. T h e asso- 
ciation grants to both residents 
and 
non-residents the use of its library, and 
the colony steamer has benefited all 
the surrounding territory. 
However, 
the colonists do not feel that they can

Following the removal t o . K a n s a s a 
degree of civilization w a s established 
for a f e w years. 
Then the predatory 
and savage instincts of the Kiclcapoos 
resumed the ascendency and their war- 
riors went out killing and horse steal- 
ing, making raids on the people of 
neighboring States, and a t length turn- 
ing upon the United 
States 
Indian 
agents, one of whom they 
murdered 
in 1854. 


They were then removed to a reser- 
vation In northern Kansas, near Atchi- 
son, 
Some of them gradually settled 
down on separate holdings and became 
farmers and citizens. 
The remainder 
iled to Mexico about the time the Civil 
W a r began and lived by raids 
over 
the frontier for booty. 
In 1873 there 
were only 300 in Kansas, while the 
number in Mexico had grown to 1000, 


After the majority of the Mexican 
Kickapoos were returned to the United 
States all that was left were removed 
from the frontier by Mexico at the re- 
quest of the United States, and set- 
tled on good lands in the mountains of 
the State of Guerrero. 
They 
longed 
for their old home around Santa Rosa, 
1200 miles to the north, and gradually 
drifted back there. 


The Mexicans speak highly of 
the 
Kickapoos as industrious, skillful hunt- 
ers, given to cleanliness. 
While some 
of them have become farmers and ex- 
perts in stock raising, tlie great major- 
ity adhere to the old custom of hunt- 
ing and 
fishing. 
Their dress, as a rule, 
Is the primitive 
costume, 
all 
their 
clothing being made of buckskin and 
ti'immed with beads, the squaws be- 
ing adept with the needle. 


A t the present time very f e w Kick- 
apoos 
are 
remaining 
in 
Oklahoma. 
They have flocked to their kinsmen in 
Mexico whenever an opportunity 
has 
presented Itself, 
Their removal 
was 
first opposed by the Government, but

The principal object of the investi

Kickapoos

the land, and the department officials 
believe that

least, the Kickapoos received nothing 
for their lands in this territ-cry, 
but 
were to get in exchange other 
lauds 
in Mexico, practically Avithout value 
when compared with the rich agricul- 
tural lands they held in Oklahoma. 


During the last year an 
inspector 
for the Indian Department was thwart- 
ed while attempting to secure evidence 
in Mexico, although 
he went 
there 
a f t e r assurances had been given by the 
Mexican Government to :Minister Con- 
ger. t h a t he would be allowed* to pro- 
ceed with the work. 
The investiga- 
tion has been in progress ever since, 
and it was on this business that As- 
sistant 
United 
States Attorney 
Out- 
celt w a s recently instructed to go td 
Mexico. 


The Kickapoos are a pure race, nev- 
er having intermarried with Avhites 01? 
blacks. 
This is due to their religion. 
Within a few years a Kickapoo girJ 
w a s wooed by a white man and he 
had every reason to believe that she 
would marry him. 
She persistently re- 
fused and, pressed 
for an 
explana- 
tion, she said: 


"You 
are fair to look 
upon 
and 
agreeable to me, but your God is not 
my God and our offspring would be 
neither Indian nor paleface, and there- 
fore a spiritual orphan, to be denied 
in the unending life the protection of 
the Good Spirit." 


Love him as she 
might, 
yet 
she 
loved her race more and refused his 
offer. 
I t is a boast of the Kickapoo 
t h a t none of his tribe has ever 
be- 
come a Christian. 


The Kickapoos in Mexico are ruled 
a t thi» present time by a woman chief, 
known as Wapahoka. 
She is 
about 
forty-five years old and her title is in- 
herited. 
She has had much to do in 
getting the remnants of the tribe in 
Oklahoma to come to Mexico, as her 
advice to them has ever been to leave 
the United States for that country. 


Whenever 
they 
have 
lived 
any 
length of time by the water the Kick- 
apoos have become famous as swim- 
mers. 
This would not be peculiar if 
the tribe had lived on the coast or on 
a n island; they, however, are an in- 
land tribe. 
Tlie most expert of Kicka- 
poo swimmers have been known to re- 
main under water for two minutes. 


News of the satisfaction of the Kick- 
apoos 
with 
their new locality 
has 
spread among the fullbloods of other 
tribes in Indian Territory, and a plan 
is now on foot whereby all fullbloods 
will move to Mexico and colonize there. 
The Indians are willing to dispose of 
their lands in order to make the trans- 
fer, and many of them are so anxious 
for the change that unless prevented 
they will not remain long enough to 
dispose of their land^.

Centennial Celebration of the Discov­ 
erer of Peak to Be Held, 


Fitting tribute to the deeds of Gen. 
Zebulon Montgomery Pike, discoverer 
of the great mountain peak bearing 
ills name, will^ be paid by the citizens 
of Colorado during the last week in 
September, 1906, under the auspices 
of 
the Zebulon 
Montgomery 
Pike 
Monument 
association, at Colorado 
Springs. 


The plan had its inception 10 years 
ago when the monument association 
held a banquet in commemoration of 
the ninetieth anniversary of the dis­ 
covery of Pike’s peak. 
At that time 
it was decided that the centennial* 
anniversary of the discovery should be 
observed with appropriate exercises, 
to include the unveiling of a monu­ 
ment to the intrepid soldier-explorer 
who blazed the first pathway from the 
east to the Rockies. 


With the approach of the centennial 
anniversary the original plans have 
been enlarged until they have assum­ 
ed proportions in keeping with the 
historic significance of the event. 


The war department will send 10,- 
000 regular troops, the interior depart­ 
ment will send representatives of the 
tribes of Indians 
with whom Pike 
came in contact, 
and congress has 
been asked to authorize the coinage 
of 
100,000 
souvenir 
medallions of 
bronze and silver.

SECRETS OF UPPER AIR. 


Man L lm on the floor of a Snrgl«* 


Ocean. 


Among the most fascinating and elu­ 
sive of scientific studies is that of the 
movements of terrestrial atmosphere. 
Ever since men began to go down to 
the sea in ships the needs of the navi­ 
gator must have led him to note for his 
own future guidance and for the ben­ 
efit of other adventurers the general di­ 
rection of the wind at various seasons 
in different seas. 
Gradually as the 
world -widened the prevailing winds of 
the globe became accurately known, 
and the common knowledge systema­ 
tized, so that now for probably every 
part of the ocean outside the polar cir­ 
cles there are oflicial and published rec­ 
ords of the winds that may be looked 
for at any season of the year. 


The student of physical geography 
has noted how large a part the prevail­ 
ing winds of any region play in deter­ 
mining the climatic characteristics of 
different countries. 
Thus in the 'Brit­ 
ish Isles by far the most frequent 
winds are from a southwesterly quar­ 
ter, and these, blowing from off the 
warm waters of the Atlantic, give to 
our islands a temperate climate out oi 
all proportion to their latitude. 
In re« 
cent years, however, science has not 
been content with studying only what 
are, after all, movements merely in 
the lower strata of the great ocean of 
air on the fioor of which we live and 
move,, but has sought to penetrate the 
mysteries of the upper air and to find 
out its secrets. 


Both Rotch and De Bort have de­ 
voted considerable private resources 
and talents of no mean order to me* 
teorlogical research, and when, in the 
summer of 1905, these two scientists 
united in a joint expedition for the ex­ 
ploration of the upper air currents in 
the trade wind region of the North At­ 
lantic the results of their observations 
-were awaited with great interest. The 
trade winds are the most important of 
w hat may be oftlled the “permanent” 
winds of the globe. Thus iu the North 
Atlantic the northeast trades are in 
summer found in fuJl force about the 
Canary Islands and serve until within 
about twelve degrees of the equator. 
In winter the belt shifts rather furthei 
south, but at all .seasons a wind from 
the northeast is steady and strong from 
at least twenty-five degrees north lati­ 
tude for fully 1000 miles southward. 
The expedition of Rotch and De Bort 
appears to have differed in its methods 
from that of the Princ^ of Monaco in 
the more 
general use of 
“ballons 
sondes,” which rose to great heights, 
and by their line of drift indicated th« 
direction of the atmospheric current at 
different altitudes. 
Kites also were 
used, but in the trade wind region no 
great height can be reached by their 
agency. 


The northwesterly current was found 
to be drier and more rapid than the 
main northeasterly current, and there 
■was always a quick rise of tempera- 
-ture as soon as the level of the anti­ 
trade was reached. 
This phenomenon 
of “temperature inversion” is one of 
the most interesting to be met with in 
atmospheric exploration. 
To give a 
single example: On one occasion, with 
a temperature of seventy degrees just 
above the sea, the air at an elevation 
of 3500 feet was found to have a tem­ 
perature as high a3 eighty-six degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


For our knowledge of tne upper cur­ 
rents outside the region explored by 
Rotch and De Bort we are still chiefly 
indebted to studies of the direction of 
movement of the cirrus clouds. 
For 
example, the island of Mauritius, in the 
Southern Indian Ocean, lies right in 
the track of the southeast trades. That 
island has long been the scene of great 
scientific activity, and there cDserva- 
tions of the upper clouds show, as we 
should expect, the existence of a steady 
upper current from the northwest. Our 
terrestrial atmosphere is never at rest, 
and the problem of the general atmos­ 
pheric circulation is a complex cne. 
and one that has been the object of 
much acute theoretical analysis. — The 
Scotsman,

But, on the contrary, its shrill, winding 
pipe and detached fragments of song 
seemed to me indicative of the wild­ 
ness and restlessness which charac­ 
terize some of the notes of the purple 
finch. 
The redbreast sings through­ 
out the greater part of the year, and it 
is evident that one shoujd hear its song 
during the comparatively silent winter

The new building is situated just 
north of the No. 1 factory on Spark 
street, facing the Montello railroad 
station. 
Its completion marks the es­ 
tablishment of a modern up-to-date 
wholesale jobbing house and 
office 
building. 
Mr. Douglas has long con­ 
sidered the advisabilty of a jobbing 
house, not only for the purpose of sup­ 
plying his own retail stores more read­ 
ily, hut that the 11,000 dealers through­ 
out the United States handling the W. 
L. Douglas shoe might be able to ob­ 
tain shoes for immediate use with 
greater facility. 


Under the present system all shoes 
are manufactured to order, and cus­ 
tomers sometimes lose sales waiting 
for shoes to arrive. With the new job­ 
bing house they will be enabled to 
have their hurry orders shipped the 
same day they are received, which will 
be far more satisfactory to the cus­ 
tomer and will result in a largely-in- 
creased business to the W. L. Douglas 
Shoe Co. 


The new building is 2G0 feet long 
and 60 feet wide and two stories in 
height. 
The jobbing department will 
occupy the entire lower floor, while 
the offices will occupy the second floor. 


Leaving the new jobbing house on 
the first floor, the main staircase as­ 
cends to the second floor level in two 
divisions separating on the first land­ 
ing and meeting again upon the fourth, 
where the large Palladian window is 
situated, which appears over the en­ 
trance.

IN MEMORY OF GEN, PIKE 


Centennial Celebration of the Discov- 
erer of Peak to Bo Held. 


Fitting tribute to the deeds- of Gen. 
Zebulon Montgomery Pike, discoverer 
of the great mountain peak bearing 
bis name, will be paid by the citizens 
of Colorado during the last week in 
September, 1906, under the auspices 
of 
the Zebulon 
Montgomery 
Pike 
Monument 
association, at Colorado 
Springs. 


The plan had its inception 10 years 
ago when the monument association 
held a banquet in commemoration of 
the ninetieth anniversary of the dis- 
covery of Pike's peak. 
At that time 
It was decided 
that 
the 
centennial, 
anniversary of the discovery should be 
observed with appropriate exercises, 
to include the unveiling of a monu- 
ment to the intrepid soldier-explorer 
who blazed the first pathway from the 
east to the Rockit?s. 


With the approach of the centennial 
anniversary the original plans have 
been enlarged until they have assum- 
ed proportions in keeping with the 
historic significance of the event. 


The war department will send 10,- 
000 regular troops, the interior depart- 
ment will send representatives of the 
tribes of Indians 
with whom Pike 
came in contact, 
and congress 
has 
been asked to authorize the coinage 
of 
100.000 
souvenir 
medallions of 
bronze and silver. 


SECRETS OF UPPER AIR. 


ISnn LiTei on Ih® Floor of » Snr»lrit 


Ocf an« 


Among the most fascinating nnd elu- 
sive of scicntlfic studies is that of the 
movements of terrestrial atmosphere. 
Ever since men began to go down to 
the sea in ships the needs of the navi- 
frntor must have led him to note for his 
Qvcn future guidance and for the ben- 
cnt of other adventurers the general di- 
rection of the wind at various seasons 
in diCferent sous. 
Gradually as the 
world Avidcnod the prevailing winds of 
the globe became accurately known, 
and the common knowledge systema- 
tized. so that now for probably every 
part of the ocean outside the polar cir- 
cles there are official and published rec- 
ords of the winds that may be looked 
for at any season of the year. 


The student of physical geography 
has noted how large a part the prevail- 
ing winds of auy region play in deter- 
mining the climatic characteristics of 
different countries. 
Thus in the ^Brit- 
ish Isles by far the most frequent 
winds are from a southwesterly quar- 
ter, and these, blowing from off the 
warm waters of the Atlantic, give to 
our islands a temperate climate out ol 
all proportion to their latitude. In re- 
cent years, however, science has not 
been content with sfudyin- only \vhat 
are, after all. movements merely in 
the lower strata of the great ocean of 
air on the lioor of M'hich wo live and 
move., but has sought to penetrate tho 
mysteries of the upper air and to find 
out its secrets. 


Both Rotch and De Bort have de- 
voted. considerable private resources 
and talents of no mean order to me- 
teorlogical research, and when, in the 
summer of lOOo, these two scientists 
united in a joint expeditiçn for the ex- 
ploration of the upper air currents in 
the trade wind region of the North At- 
lantic the results of their observations 
were awaited with great interest. The 
trade winds are the most important of 
•what may be oHlled the "permanent" 
winds of the globe. Thus iu the North 
Atlantic the northeast trades are in 
summer found in fuJl force about the 
Canary Islands and serve until within 
about twelve degrees of the equator. 
In winter the belt shifts rather furthei 
south, but at all .seasons a wind from 
the northeast is steady and sti'ong from 
at least twenty-five degrees north lati- 
tude for fully 1000 miles southward. 
The expedition of Rotch and De Bort 
appears to have differed in its methods 
from that of the Princ- of Monaco in 
the 
more 
general use of 
"ballons 
sondes," which rose to great heights 
and by their lino of drift indicated th« 
direction of the atmospheric current at 
different altittides. 
Kites also were 
used, but in the trade wind region no 
great height can be reached by their

The northwesterly ci:rrent was found 
to be drier and more rapid than the 
main northeasterly current, and there 
•^vas always a quick rise of tempera- 
-ture as soon as the level of the anti- 
trade w^as reached. 
This phenomenon 
of "temperature inversion'' is one of 
the most interesting to be met with in 
atmospheric exploration. 
To give a 
single example: On one occasion, with 
a temperature of seventy degrees just 
above the sea. the air at an elevation 
of 3500 feet was found to have a tem- 
perature as high ao eighty-six degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


For our knowledge of tne upper cur- 
rents out.«ide the region explored by 
Rotch and De Bort we are still chiefl.v 
indebted to studies of the direction of 
movement of the cirrus clouds. 
For 
example, the island of Mauritius, in tho 
Southern Indian Ocean, lies right in 
the track of the southeast trades. That 
island has long been the scene of gi'eat 
scientific activity, and there cDserva- 
tions of the upper clouds show, as we 
should expect, the existence of a steady 
upper current from the northwest. Our 
terrestrial atmosphere is never at rest, 
and the problem of the general atmos- 
pheric circulation is a complex one. 
and one that has been the object of 
much acute theoretical analysis.— The 
Scotsman.

wholesale Jobbing house and office 
building. 
Mr. Douglas has long con- 
sidered the advisabilty of a jobbing 
house, not only for the purpose of sup- 
plying his own retail stores more read- 
ily, but that the 11,000 dealers through- 
out the United States handling the W. 
L. Douglas shoe might be able to ob- 
tain shoes for Immediate use with 
greater facility. 


Under the present system all shoes 
are manufactured to order, and cus- 
tomers sometimes lose sales waiting 
for shoes to arrive. With the new job- 
bing house they will be enabled to 
have their hurry orders shipped the 
same day they are received, which will 
be far more satisfactory to the cus- 
tomer and will result In a largely-In- 
creased business to the W. L. Douglas 
Shoe Co. 


The new building is 2G0 feet long 
and 60 feet wide and two stories in 
height. 
The jobbing department will 
occupy the entire lower floor, while 
the offices will occupy thé second floor. 


Leaving the new jobbing house on 
the first floor, the main staircase as- 
cends to the second floor level in two 
divisions separating on the first laud- 
ing and meeting again upon the fourth, 
where the large Palladian window la 
situated, which appears over the en- 
trance. 


At the head of the staircase In 
the mosaic floor appears the word 
"Atrium," the name of the inner hall, 
planned and decorated after the man- 
ner of the central apartment of the 
Pompeii an house. This room is direct- 
ly in the center of the main building, 
being 2GxGS and 16 feet In height, and 
is lighted by three large ceiling sky- 
lights of classic design. 


Around the atrium are placed tlie 
private offices, where the heads of the 
departments are located, with their 
assistants. 
Beginning at the right of 
the main entrance, in order, are those 
of the 0. F. Richmond, buyer; II. T, 
Drake, general superintendent ; Hon. 
W. 1l Douglas, president; and H. L. 
Tinkham, treasurer. They are finished 
and furnished In mahogany and are 
ensuite. 
J\Ir. Douglas' own room oc- 
cupies the southwest corner of the 
building, and 
Is a vei'y 
handsome 
apartment. To the left of these comes 
the room of C. D. Nevlns, assistant 
treasurer, Mrs. Marion Shields, cor- 
respondence clerk, and the store de- 
partment. 


On the east of the atrium and open- 
ing Into this hall are two alcoves sep- 
arated 
by mahogany 
counters, 
the 
fronts of which are plate glass and 
grilles of bronze. These are the offices 
of 
Warren 
Weeks, paymaster, 
and 
Harry L. Thompson, the bookkeeper. 


The next in order to the left are two 
rooms devoted to the credit depart- 
ment, one the private office of A. T. 
Sweetser and the other occupied by his 
clerka. The next two offices are those 
of F. Li, Erskine, advertising manager, 
and hi8 assistants. 


The three other rooms completing 
the outer wall line of the atrium are 
the reception room to the left of the 
staircase 
hall, 
directors' 
room 
and 
lavatory and the sample room. 
Here 
are located the telegraph Instruments, 
telephone switchboard and booths for 
use of guests. 


The directors' room is a fine cham- 
ber occupying the space in the north- 
west corner of the building. 
This 
room 
finished 
and furnished in ma- 
hogauy and all appointments are lo 
keeping. Here hangs a portrait in oil 
of Mr. Douglas, the president. 
The 
last room in this series Is the sample 
room, also in mahogany. 


On center with the entrance and be- 
tween the bookkeeper's alcove and the 
credit department is a hall leading to 
the general bookkeeping room, where 
18 located the host of clerks which 
tkls huge business employ.^.
